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From w here I am w riting, m y back 
to the sun and looking tow ard the 
San Jacinto M ountains, I can sec the 
sunshine 
glistening on the rocks; 
three distinct reflections are notice­ 
able indicating differences of 
the 
rock surfaces. 
Extending upw ard in 
the neighborhood of som ewhat less 
than one thousand feet in elevation 
above the valley floor is an oily ap­ 
pearing, dark brow n, the upper edge 
forming a distinct line, on a contour 
level, betw een it and 
the 
lighter, 
pinkish, reflection from the light-col­ 
ored granite of the higher m oun­ 
tains, 
and 
interspersed 
arc great 
shields form ed by the smooth cliffs, 
turning the sun rays like giant m ir­ 
rors. 
A n examination of the rocks 
of the low er slope reveals a 
coating on the exposed rock sur­ 
face. 
If the rock is broken the 
interior is that of clean rock, dif­ 
fering from the exposed surface 
only in the coating called "des­ 
ert varnish.” This is one of the 
most noticeable feature of rocks, 
exposed, undisturbed, for long 
periods of tim e, on the deserts 
and its origin has been the sub­ 
ject of m uch speculation. “D es­ 
ert varnish” is probably the re­ 
sult of tw o agencies; the effect 
of great heat and aridity upon 
the mineral content of the rock, 
and the grow th of microscopic 
lichens, w hich in carrying on 
their life activities break dow n 
the mineral content of the rock, 
then redeposit it, thus form ing 
the coating. 
T he desert cli­ 
mate seems to produce a favor­ 
able condition 
both 
for 
the 
propagation of the lichen and 
the fixing of the secretion as 
“desert varnish.” 
Little is know n of the time re­ 
quired by th e lichen to cover the 
rock but it is believed to be rela­ 
tively great. 
T h at fairly large boul­ 
der you see in the m ountain country, 
covered w ith a grayish-green lichen 
has probably been the lichen host 
fot a hundred years or more. 
R e­ 
m inds me of the little rhym e of the 
sto n e just s ittin g a n d re stin g o n th e 
hillsid e. 


W hich rem inds me of a dis­ 
cussion held, one time, under a 
giant redw ood tree, estim ated 
to be about four thousand years 
o f 
age. 
T h e 
question 
was, 


“W ould it be more interesting 
to live four thousand years and 
stay in just one place as a red­ 
wood tree does or live fifty years 
and move about at will?” 
When I sec a large section of a 
redwood tree at Yosemite or Sequoia 
Parks, prettily bedecked with tacks, 
strings, and typewritten historical 
sketches, I recall that all the 
in­ 
genious explanatory trimmings are 
die result of movement rather than 
standing still four thousand years. 


T h e so-called desert willow is 


not a willow but the misnomer 
is not w ithout popular merit as 
the name was probably suggest­ 
ed by the shape of the leaves 
and the habit of grow ing in the 
washes. 
Few of the visitors to 


the desert see its blossoms as it 
is a late bloom er. 
T he many 


pinkish-lavender, tubular, flow­ 
ers form one of the delicate 
color displays of the desert. Just 
now the tree is 
adorned 
w ith 


long, brow n, seed pods, that are 
a sure identification of the tree 
at this season of the year. 


One day, last spring, while hiking 
far up Palm Canyon, I found one 
one of the rocky ridges leading from 
the main canyon wall, a beautiful 
little fishhook cactus. On each trip, 
I had watched for a specimen of this 
variety but had found none, in the 
native state, in this immediate vicin­ 
ity. 
It is aptly named. 
In the cen­ 
ter of clusters of radial spines is a 
dark spine shaped like a fishhook 
and is just as effective in catching 
and holding its prey, an unwary fin­ 
ger that cannot resist touching it to 
learn if it actually is a hook.

The average yield for the thirty 
late states is 120 bushels an acre. 
“The increase of 21,000,000 bushels in the 
estimated size of the crop between October 1 and 
November 1 occurred mainly in the eastern and 
central late potato states.”

Although highway fatalties in Riv­ 
erside county during 1934 f tiled by 
one to show a numerical decrease over 
the mark for the previous year, the 
total represents a proportionate drop 
in this type of death when the greatly 
increased traffic over 
the 
county's 
highways in the year is considered, 
according to Coroner Ben F. White. 
The year's deaths were only 
one 
more than in 1933—62 in 1934 and 61 
in 1933, the coroner's records show. 
Death Rate Low 
With thousands of additional auto­ 
mobiles passing over 
the 
county's 
roads during the year because of the 
increased construction activity in the 
Colorado Aqusduct country, the death 
rate per thousand cars obviously was 
much lower than in the previous years, 
he explained. 
Sunday's fatal accident near Beau­ 
mont In which two persons were kill­ 
ed sent the year’s death total above 
last year's mark. One of the 62 deaths 
reported this year occurred on the gov­ 
ernment leservation at March Field, 
tile first resulting from an automobile 
accident on the post in several years. 
Sixteen persons came to their deaths 
in 1934 form homicide, two cases be­ 
ing declared justifiable by a coroner's 
jury. 
The 16 homicide victims were 
Ethel It. Reining and Ethel Reining, 
mother and daughter, Palm Springs; 
Baby Plesencia, Corona; W alter 
E. 
Carter, Indio; Helen Aragon and Pas- 
quel Torres, Indio, for whose deaths 
,'ose Aragon was hanged at San Quen­ 
tin prison; Leslie Thompson, Hemet; 
Ygnacio Nunez, Blythe; Ysabel Canal, 
Indio; Oda P. Hicks, Murrieta; Mitch­ 
ell Gaudette, Garnet; George Horsley, 
Beaumont; Reuben Brickeen, Hemet; 
Mrs. Nancy Miller, Hemet; Salvadore 
Garcia and Joe Ellison, Blythe. 
Twenty-seven persons chose the sui­ 
cide route to end their lives in the 
year, this total representing an 
un­ 
usually high total for these kinds of 
deaths. 
In the miscellaneous violent deaths 
iuvtsti|;ated by the coroner during 
the year, drowning and falls were the 
most common causes of the fatalities, 
each of these accounting for 
eight 
deaths. 
'Unloaded 
guns” 
claimed 
three 
lives, burns killed two persons and 
one died from each of the following 
causes: 
Cave-in, electrocution, smoth­ 
ering, heat prostration, broken neck 
from diving in shallow water, and fails 
under trains and acute alcoholism. 
Nineteen workers were killed in ac-

of the Metropolitan Water district dur­ 
ing the year, the records show. 
A 
large number of highway accidents in 
the 12 months cost lives of aqueduct 
workers. 
The violent deaths were in addition 
to scores of investigations which the 
coroner had to make in other deaths 
in the year to definitely determine that 
they resulted from 
natural 
causes. 
State laws require that the coroner 
issue the death certificate in 
cases 
where doctors have not been in at­ 
tendance immediately before 
death. 
This makes it imperative that the cor­ 
oner order autopsies or 
make 
any 
other investigation necessary to prove 
beyond a doubt that the sudden deaths 
were not homicides.

Apportionment of $131|B96, repre­ 
senting the state's share of receipts 
from the United States forestry re­ 
serves, was announced this week by 
Controller Ray L. Riley. 
Of the total, $3407 went to Riverside 
county as its share of tees collected 
by the federal government from re­ 
serve lands within the county. 
The amount received by the state 
was $20,716 over the receipts of last 
year.

W ith the lower house primed 
to 
pass the bonus and the senate's posi­ 
tion in doubt, the proposal to pay two 
billion dollars to ex-service men will 
be a highlight in Congressional consid­ 
eration. 
President Roosevelt has come out 
flat-footed against paying th e bonus. 
W hether his veto can be over-ridden 
is a question. 
The President sought to stem the 
bonus tide with 
declarations 
that 
payment of the certificates would be 
detrim ental to veterans' best inter­ 
ests and ineffectual as a 
recovery 
measure. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
powerful 
appeal 
against the bonus was made in a let­ 
ter to Garland R. Farmer, commander 
of the American Legion post at Hen­ 
derson, Texas. He wrote to the Pres­ 
ident asking information on the bonus. 
Publication of the letter by th e White 
House made it in effect 
a direct 
Presidential argument to all veterans 
and to congress. 
The President said a survey had 
ehown that 85 per cent of dying vet­ 
erans leave no other legacy to their 
wives and children besides their com­ 
pensation certificates, which in effect 
are endowment insurance 
policies, 
now scheduled to mature in 1945. If 
the certificates were cashed now, the 
money would be used and the 85 per 
cent would have no insurance, he ar­ 
gued. 
“I feel, therefore, that those who 
advocates the payment of the certifi­ 
cates at this time for the purpose of 
stim ulating business certainly cannot 
have given the interest of the veteran 
much thought,” Mr. Roosevelt wrote. 
He said the argument that the pay­ 
m ent would stimulate recovery 
had 
been disproved by analysis of what 
veterans did with the $1,690,000,000 
they have borrowed on their certifi­ 
cates. 
“It was found that 
indebtedness 
created by the veterans prior to the 
payment was liquidated, 
and 
the 
money advanced to veterans went to 
clear that indebtedness rath er than 
to create new business," th e Presi­ 
dent said. 
He called attention to the vast sums 
spent for recovery and relief of all 
in need, veterans and non-veterans, 
and said: 
"As you no doubt 
are 
aware, a very definite and distinct 
preference is given to veterans."

State officials and others connected 
with capitol activities had a tendency 
to take their holiday celebrations se­ 
riously before settling down to the 
grind of a legislative session 
that 
may extend into the summer. 
With more serious problems than 
usual 
confronting 
the 
legislature, 
there are indications that the session 
will be long and strenuous. 
Introduction of bills will form the 
main activity during January, unless 
Governor Merriam instructs the law­ 
makers to act immediately on emer­ 
gency measures. The legislature will 
adjourn for the month of February, 
supposedly to permit 
assemblymen 
and senators to go home and study 
the bills. 
The real show will start 
in March. 
Fear of a special election has sub­ 
sided because somebody discovered 
it probably was possible for the leg­ 
islature to call an election and specify 
w-hat should appear on the ballot. In 
such a case, the danger of a single 
tax initiative with a sales tax repeal 
provision landing on the ballot would 
fade. 
As a result of this discovery, a spe­ 
cial election early in the spring ap­ 
peared almost Inevitable. 
The legis­ 
lature must raise many millions from 
new revenue sources, and the finan­ 
cial situation would be aided greatly 
if utility taxes were retained for the 
next two years. 
Under terms of the Riley-Stewart 
tax measure, utility property will re­ 
turn to county tax rolls next year and 
the state will lose $60,000,000 
which 
must be made up elsewhere. 
A vote 
of the people would he necessary to 
delay the return. 
The main argument in favor 
of 
keeping utility taxes for the state 
probably will read something 
like 
this: 
"Vote yes and escape the ad 
valorem tax; make the utilities con­ 
tinue to share in supporting the state 
government.” 
Retention of utility taxes would not 
he a guarantee against an ad valorem 
tax, however. 
The state needs 
so 
much new revenue to balance 
its 
budget th at an ad valorem may still 
be necessary, unless the legislature 
takes full advantage of other 
tax 
p o ssib ilitie s. 
Controller Ray L. Riley does not 
feel that an ad valorem would work a 
hardship, provided utility taxes 
re­ 
verted to the courties. 
Revenue to 
th e counties would increase so much 
th at ordinary property owners would 
be aided. 
For example, say a county 
has 100.000 property owners who pay 
$5,000,000 annually in taxes. If utility 
property In the county paid $1.000,000 
in taxes, other property owners could 
be benefited by a reduction of one- 
fifth in the tax rate. 
Or, looking at it from another angle, 
If utility property returned an esti­ 
mated $70,000,000 to the counties each 
biennium, and the ad valorem raised 
$66,000,000 for the state sm aller prop­ 
erty owners would, theoretically, gain 
$4,000,000, since counties now are not

Highlights 


W hat 
promises to he the best 
■“show” of 1935 will start early in 
January. 
Officially called the 
Con­ 
gress of the United States, there is 
an excellent chance that for drama, 
excitement and thrills It will outdo 
Belasco. 
Business is frankly worried, looke 
to Congressional action with fear and 
trembling. 
And it seems certain that 
the W hite House anticipates the ses­ 
sion with something less than unmix­ 
ed pleasure. 
The Congress is over­ 
whelmingly Democratic. 
It is — if 
campaign speeches mean anything— 
com m itted heart and soul 
to 
the 
Roosevelt policies. 
But It likewise 
contains a number of men who, had 
it not been for the potent Roosevelt 
support, would never have 
had 
a 
chance of election to a first-class of­ 
fice, who know little of economics, 
less of industrial problems, and noth­ 
ing of monetary affairs. 
These men 
are the "radicals" of the next Con­ 
gress—and it is inevitable that they 
will worry able, conscientious and in­ 
telligent New Dealers about as much 
as they will worry conservatives. The 
President is like a ship captain in an 
emergency—whatever happens will he 
pinned on him. whether he could have 
taken, a different course of action or 
»ot. 
And if the Congress, over the 
President’s wish, passes 
dangerous 
*nd unprecedented laws, any ill effect 
they produce must eventually come 
Rome to the Roosevelt etoop. 
Best guessers believe that one of 
th e big debates of the next Congress 
•will center around the proposed 30- 
hour work week. 
Many representa­ 
tives have pledged its enactment, as 
have a number of senators. 
Business 
does not want It—nor does the Presi­ 
dent. 
He knows that it would place 
a burden on industry which It cannot 
afford a t this time, that shorter work­ 
ing weeks must come by a process of 
•evolution, rather than by legislative 
flat. 
The Federation of Labor 
is 
eolidly 
behind 
the 
law. 
hut the 
chances are that, even 
with 
this 
potent support to combat, the Presi­ 
d ent will be able to sm other it. 
The bomiB, a. cross which 
every 
president 
since 
Wilson 
has been 
forced to bear, will be up again. Pass­ 
ed a t the last Congress, it was vetoed 
1»y Mr. Roosevelt, then repassed over 
"his veto by the House. 
He managed 
to summo# Wfliciont Senatorial sup­ 
port to km It fit last. 
Many observ­ 
ers now think, however, that there is 
sufficient sentiment for it in 
both 
branches of Congress to overcome a 
veto. 


Public works and rel.ef 
expendi­ 
tures will also cause a 
tussle. 
A 
thorough survey Indicates that 
If 
Congress Is left to Its own devices It 
will appropriate and spend the gigan­ 
tic total of $15,000,000,000. The Pres­ 
ident's program calls for an expendi­ 
ture of less than half of this amount 
—about $7,000,000,000. 


The next Congress 
will 
contain 
many currency inflationists, some of 
whom, according to their speeches, 
are in favor of turning the presses 
loose in the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving. 
Mr. Roosevelt has said 
little concerning inflation—hut 
men 
close to him are confident 
he 
Is 
against It. So another battle looms. 
The future of NRA will likewise 
arise. 
The chapees are that It will 
he continued, but on a much smaller 
scale. 
It will still enforce hoursand- 
wages conditions—Wit it will probab­ 
ly drop price-fixing, have less to say 
about industrial management. 


It will be recommended that the 
subsistence homestead plan be 
ex­ 
panded. 
This Is being tried now in a 
few places. Under it, people are taken 
from areas where they cannot make 
a liv in g ,.are placed in cooperative 
communities where all work for the 
common good. 
Housing Administra­ 
tor Moffatt believes the plan to be 
highly successful—wants to see more 
such homesteads created. 
There is 
a good chance that the President will 
back him—but many members of Con­ 
gress are sure to oppose it for a va­ 
riety of reasons. 


So it goes, down a long line of 
topics. 
Some may wonder why there 
is any question as to Mr. Roosevelt's 
control, in view of the great Demo­ 
cratic victory last November. 
The 
answer to that Is that adversity binds 
men and parties together—they must 
either cooperate or perish, a position 
the Republicans are in at this time. 
Great success, however, which elim­ 
inates effective opposition, almost in­ 
evitably breeds discords, fights and 
ruptures within a party. Having noth­ 
ing to worry about from the estab­ 
lished opposition, party members feel 
free to go off at tangents, refuse to 
submit to the authority at the top. 
And that, right now, is the greatest 
of Mr. Roosevelt's many political prob­ 
lems. 


COUNTY O FF ICI ALS TO 
I N S PE C T METRO PO LIT AN 
D IS TRI CT ROADS 
Action on the proposal of the Met­ 
ropolitan W ater district that River­ 
side county take over two of the main 
roads constructed by the district at 
an asserted cost of $319,090, aggre­ 
gating 65 miles, will be taken follow­ 
ing an Inspection of these roads on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, Jan. 15 and 
16, it was decided at a special meet­ 
ing of the board. 
The meeting was called by Chair­ 
man John Shaver to consider the re­ 
quest, and accordingly no other busi­ 
ness was transacted. 
The M.W.D. 
resolution described the roads as "val­ 
uable traffic arteries useful to the 
citizens of the state of California and 
particularly to the people of River­ 
side county," and suggested that as 
they made available to the public ter­ 
ritory heretofore inaccessible or reach­ 
ed with great inconvenience, it would 
be desirable that Jurisdiction over and 
authority for the roads be held by 
the county or the state highway com­ 
mission. 


The question of the cost of main­ 
tenance was raised by the members 
of the board, who expresad 
them­ 
selves as favorable to the project In 
case there was any assurance that the 
roads would be taken over by th e 1 
state. Supervisor McGregor called a t­ 
tention to the state’s figures of $500 
a mile per annum. County Road Supt. 
R. L. McKenzie, In answer to a ques­ 
tion, said the county cost averages 
about $50 for maintenance, 
it was 
agreed that probably $100 
a 
mile 
would be a fair estimate. 
The date arranged for the inspec­ 
tion trip, which will start from the 
court house at 8 o’clock on the morn­ 
ing of January 15, in cars furnished 
by the w ater district officials, 
was 
deemed early enough to perm it of the 
Inclusion of the roads in a bill to be 
mesented before the 30-day Interim 


of the legislature, the first half of 
which Is expected to adjourn on Feb. 
9 or 10. 
The members of the board 
will be accompanied by County Super­ 
visor A. C. Fulmor and Road Supt. 
R. L. McKenzie. The trip will extend 
as far as Parker, the district's dam 
site. 
Aqueduct officials pointed out that 
the roads open up valuable new ter­ 
ritory in the county. Supervisor Rob­ 
ert E. Dilion said that the district 
near Garnet, made accessible by the 
new roads, was a 
potential 
Palm 
Springs. 
The roads which it is desired to 
be taken over were described as a 
stretch of 33% miles following gen­ 
erally the line of the aqueduct, ex­ 
tending northerly and easterly from 
the state highway in the vicinity of 
Garnet, and another section of 31% 
miles, which extends from 
Desert 
Center to the line between Riverside 
and 
San 
Bernardino 
county 
and 
reaches Freda in the latter county. 
The cost of the first-mentioned road 
eras said to have been $5180 per mile 
or $173,530, and of the second, $4640 
per mile, or $145,560.

W ith fifty-six miles of tunnel ex­ 
cavation alread y completed on 
the 
m ain line of the Colorado R iver aque­ 
duct, construction crew s of the Metro­ 
politan W ater district and its contrac­ 
tors are scheduled today to s ta rt the 
New Year by attacking the rem aining 
thirty-six m iles of bore and by get­ 
ting under way with several 
new 
phases of th e project. 
In addition to continued tunnel ex­ 
cavation. aqueduct forces are being 
m arshalled along a 250-mile front for 
1935 operations which include th e fol­ 
lowing types of work: 
(1) Canal, 
conduit, 
and 
siphou 
building. 
A lready contracts covering 
m ore than 145 m iles of this type of 
construction have been aw arded 
by 
W ater D istrict directors, and crews 
are now in the field at nearly a dozen 
points. 
(2) The placem ent of concrete lin­ 
ing in the aqueduct tunnels. T his type 
of activity already is underw ay on 
the W hitew ater and Mecca Pass bores 
of the project, and is scheduled to be­ 
gin soon at a num ber of other camps. 
(3) Excavation of the M onrovia and 
Pasadena tunnels of the aqueduct dis­ 
tribution system . T his work includes 
approxim ately ten m iles of tunneling 
and constitutes one of the im portant 
steps in the building of the system 
which is to carry Colorado R iver wa­ 
ter front the term inus of the 
main 
aqueduct directly to th e thirteen Sou­ 
thern California cities which m ake up 
the M etropolitan W ater district. 
(4) The launching of work on the 
power transm ission system which will 
bring electricity, generated at Boulder 
Dam, down to the line of the Colorado 
R iver aqueduct for use in the aque­ 
duct's giant pum ping stations. 


(5) The beginning ot m yriad other 
engineering and construction 
tasks 
leading toward the day when Colorado 
R iver water will be carried across 300 
miles of desert and m ountain country 
to the homes and gardens and factor­ 
ies of Southern California.

Speaking the other day a t W illiam 
and Mary College, F ran k R. K ent of 
the Baltimore Sun m ade a shrewd de­ 
fense of the accuracy of m ost new s­ 
papers. He was not so foolish a s to 
contend th at even the best new spa­ 
pers did not tall into error; indeed, 
he adm itted the possibility th at every 
new spaper m akes m istakes every day. 
But "in no business and in no profes­ 
sion, save th at of the pure scientist, 
is the premium of accuracy so high, 
the penalty of inaccuracy so prom pt, 
and the proportion of accuracy 
so 
great.” 
This sounds sw eeping, hut Mr. K ent 
defends it on the ground, not 
th a t 
new spaper men are congenitally m ore 
accurate than other m en, but 
th a t 
new spaper m istakes never go unno­ 
ticed. 
W hen m istakes are m ade in
